Bill Buckley stands firmly behind Hunt. In his New York Post column «f 1^ September 
1972 he wrote: "Barker said that he knows no man to whom his country should be more 
grateful than Howard Hunt. I concur. 1 'have known tho gentleman f»r 21 years and am 
the godfather of three of his children. Hunt is not a trifler - yet his involvement 
in the venture.. .tends to magnify rather than diminish the significance of the case." 

Buckley himself provides the best window anyone has yet found into the inner moti- 
vations of the case. Quoting his fellow-conservative James Jackson Kilpatrick, he g»es 
on to^say, "The Castro government, foreseeing its economic excommunication fr«m the So- 
viet Union, decided late this, spring to make a deal with McGovern 1 s Democratic Party. 

• A very straightforward deal based on the tactical need «f the McGovern people for money ; 
with which to wage the presidential campaign, and the strategic need «f Cuba for more 
and more economic help in the years to come. Someone inside the Castro government - so 
the story goes - tipped off 'a" prominent. Republican to the fact that the deal would be 
secretly consummated at the Watergate, perhaps on the very day of June 17» The recipi- 
ent of this information requisitioned a suitcase full. «f money with which to pay pro- 
fessionals to bug the Democratic headquarters." 

And there you have it - the 1972 .version of the old "Moscow gold" hoaxi 

(Barker, incidentally, pled guilty to all charges. Aa Buckley said, "He stressed 

, that.;. nobody eould succeed in making him talk about the supersecret mission in the Wa- 
tergate Of fice Building." And nobody has.) 

This was scarecely an isolated incident. In California the Republicans were out 
to bring members of the Wallaceite-Bircher splinter "American Independent Party" into 
their own party by persuading them to re-register as Republicans. If enough of them 
did. this, the' AIP would be ruled »ff the ballot, to the ultimate benefit of the Repub- 
licans. The plan was set- up by former Attorney General John' Mitchell and two other pro- 
minent Republicans, Jeb Stuart Msgruder and Robert J, Walters, and, a local man, Jack B. 
Lindsay. Their plan ( -was to hire local Nazis (National Socialist White Peopled Party, 
a splinter »f George Lincoln Rockwell's organization) to do the legw»rk. Joseph P. To- 
mas'si, the Nazi leader, later spilled the whole thing because Walters was holding back 
on the money. The story was broken in the Lbs Angeles Free Press of 3 November 1972, 
complete with the photostat *f a. check for $100, to' Tomassi from Walters. Walters, de- 
spite the check photostat, denied everything. 

Also in southern California, the office »f the. Democratic candidate for Congress 
from the 28th District was burgled and th$ political and financial files removed. (Los- 
Angeles Free Fress , 29 September 1972) And the Secret Service men assigned to guard 
Senator McGovern during the campaign turned in reports about McGovern to President Nix- 
on. (New .York Times, 3 November' 1972) Forged letters plagued the primary campaigns of 

^Senators Muskie and Jackson. (New York Times , 2U October 1972) And James McCorel, ano- 
ther Watergate defendant* helped draft a "National Watchlist" as part of a censorship 
plan. "The list would include 'information the censors will look for as they open let- 
ters, monitor, broadcasts, and question travelers.. 1 " (New York F»st, 23 October 1972) 

But most f%£ the threads in these great national mysteries seem to lead to the Cuban 
emigre community in Florida, New Orleans, and Washington. This was true not only of 
Watergate tmt also of the CIA, the Kennedy assassination, * the abortive plot to shell 
the UN building, and the so-called "Squad l?"&that was going to' stir up violence at the 
Republican National Convention. Diligent investigation into these points has been made 
by Mae Brussell, whpfee forthcoming book will be well worth the reading. For already 
published information see Los Angeles Free Press , 11 and 2£ August 1?72.
